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Commission Hit With Federal Lawsuit 


The Coffee County Jail in Elba has 
been a thorn in the side of county 
commissioners and sheriffs for many 
years, and all along the politicians knew 
that one day an inmate would file a 
lawsuit about the poor conditions in the 
antiquated facility. However, each set 
of elected officials would keep their 
fingers crossed and hope the suit 
wouldn't come during their term. Well, 
their luck has run out, because on 
Wednesday, Nov. 18, a former state 
inmate housed at the jail filed a suit in 
United States District Court and named 
Sheriff Brice Paul, Judge James L. 
Sawyer and the members of the Coffee 
County Commission as defendants. 

Filing the suit was Wallace Cotter. 
all, a former state inmate who was 
reportedly confined in the jail for 30 
days duting the summer of 1981 while 
awaiting a disciplinary hearing at the 
Elba Work Release Center. He was 
serving a sentence for second degree 
burglary at the time of the stay at the 
county jail. 


In the lawsuit, filed by Cotterall, harm; the duty to provide safe and inmates by maintaining the jail in an Alabama, United States District Court. 


individually and on behalf of all others 
similarly situated, the plaintiffs de- 
clared the suit was an action secking 
declaratory and injunctive redress a- 
gainst the defendants for committing 
acts under color of state law, depriving 
the plaintiffs of rights under the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States. 

Specifically, the complaint accused 
the defendants, jointly and severally, of 
establishing and maintaining laws and 
facilities which deprive the plaintiffs of 
the rights, privileges, and immunities 
guaranteed under the First, Fifth, 
Eighth and Fourteenth Amendments. 

Under the Eighth and Fourteenth 
Amendments, the plaintiffs stated the 
defendants owe a duty to each inmate 
incarcerated in the Coffee County Jail to 
be free from deprivation of his or her 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law and to be free from cruel 
and unusual punishment. These man- 
dated duties include: the duty to 
provide inmates with protection from 


Sanitary living conditions; the duty to 
provide the opportunity for adequat« 
visitation and communication; the duty 
to abstain from unfair, summary or 
cruel disciplinary practices; the duty 
to provide a medical care delivery 
system which is adequate to meet the 
needs of all inmates; the duty to provide 
a program of exercise; the duty to 
provide a healthful diet; the duty to 
provide minimal requisites for personal 
hygiene and the duty to provide an 
environment and program which will 
not impede an inmate's rehabilitation or 
in any other way debilitate him physi- 
cally, mentally or socially. 

Continuing, the suit contends the 
defendants failed or refused to provide 
the inmates with protection from harm 
by: maintaining a staff insufficient in 
numbers and training to protect an 
inmate from harm; failure to implement 
a classification system which would 
minimize the likelihood of physical 
assaults by guards or other inmates; 
and also violated the rights of the 


unconscionable, unsafe and hazardous 
State of disrepair. The poor conditions 
included overcrowded living areas, 
inadequate and unsanitary toilets; sinks 
and showers, failure to repair broken or 
leaking pipes. windows, walls and 
ceilings, and a failure to provide proper 
ventilation in the summer and heating 
in the winter. The lengthy document, 
listed a total of 16 major complaints. 
with countless minor inadequacies. 

In closing, the suit asked the court 
grant inmates relief by: declaring 
unlawful the maintenance of the Coffee 
County Jail in the manner listed in the 
complaints; enjoining the defendants 
from continuing the maintenance of the 
jail, and requiring the defendants to 
take affirmative action to be denied by 
this court to completely eliminate all of 
the conditions in the Coffee County Jail 
as set out in the complaint.

How- 
ever, if shese individuals live within the 
city linits of a muinicipality they are 
required to pay city taxes. 

In order to qualify for this exemp- 
tion, your annual income must be less 
than $12,000, but more than $7,500, as 
per your Alabama state income tax 
form's listing of adjusted gross income. 

“I would like to emphasize the fact 
that individuals over 65 years of age, in 
order to qualify for either exemption, 
must show proof of income by their Jast 
State tax returns,’’ Burns said. 

If no tax returns (state or federal), 
were filed the individual is required to 
sign as such on his assessment sheet, 
and may still receive the exemption, he 
added. 

Persons who do not qualify for either 
of the above exemptions (of any age), 
may qualify for the normal homestead 
exemptions, Burns said. This allows up 
to a $48.00 exemption for someone who 
owns property and lives on it. 


City Council 
Increases 


Garbage Rates 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening with all members present and 
voting. Only two items considered in the 
short meeting required a motion and 
vote by the council, and neither 
required lengthy discussion. 

The council culminated previous 
discussions on the cost of garbage 
pick-up by accepting the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Bob English and in- 
creased the monthly cost of garbage 
pick-up an average of 43%. This means 
that residential fees will be $5.00. 

English reported to the council 
on a used concession stand that could be 
purchased and used at the proposed 
new recreation park. He appointed 
Councilman Cleo Hawkins and Ray 
Trammell to check the 20 x 24 building 
and decide if the city should enter a bid. 
Councilman Charles Kennett opposed 
the move stating that with the shortage 
of money the city faced, nothing was a 
bargain. 

The only other action was a report by 
English that the police department was 
operating smoothly. He also outlined a 
plan for naming a new police chief. 

Applications will be accepted until 
November 30, with each councilman 
getting copies of the applications and 
selecting five they consider the best 
qualified. From these five, the three top 
vote-getters will be invited to an 
interview in executive session and 
hopefully a new chief will be named at 
the regular meeting on December 7. 
The councilmen accepted this plan 
without change.

Commission Seeks To 
Change 1903 Jail Law 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, 
November 23, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted ufianimously ‘to 
ask the county's legislators to introduce 
a bill seeking a constitutional amend- 
ment that would abolish -7 1903 law 
requiring a jail to be constructed at the 
site of both courthouses in the county. 

The resolution adopted at Monday's 
meeting asked the legislators to act on a 
constitutional amendment that would 
allow Coffee County to have only one 
jail which would be centrally located in 
the county and would serve both 
courthouses in Elba and Enterprise. 
The 1903 law, which has been in the 
center of a recent controversy, 
mandated that a jail be constructed to 
hold prisoners in a city in which court is 
held for more than six months of the 
year. If passed by a statewide election, 
the amendment would release the 
commission from a court order to build a 
jail in Enterprise. 

The actual site of the jail was not 
decided, and although New Brockton 
was hinted as the site, Commissioner 
Eugene Bradley stated, ‘‘The motion 
says it will be built somewhere in 
between the two courthouses."’ 

County Attorney Warren Rowe said, 
“IT have no doubt Judge Gamble will go 
along with the motion. He is more than 
fair and wants to do what is best for all 
the county, What we are now talking 
about is that two jails be built under 
Federal guidelines, and we can’t afford 
it. I know the judge will see our side of 
the story.”’ 

Monday's bi-monthly meeting 
began at 9:00 a.m. and Commission 
Clerk Brunease Winston greeted the 
commissioners by handing out certified 
letters containing copies of a suit filed 
last week by a former inmate about the 
condition of the county jail in Elba. 

“This is what we've been talking 
about for two years,’’ said County 
Attorney Warren Rowe, ‘‘and it's now a 
cinch you'll be building two new jails 
instead of one, and it will cost two or 
three times more, under Federal 
guide lines. The suit was filed by a 
State inmate in our jail, and that is one 
practice that needs to stop.’’ 

Rowe told the commissioners he 
would file a motion to dismiss the suit 
on the grounds that not all 
commissioners were named in the suit. 
He said the suit would be refiled, but 
the motion would give the county more 
time before it must answer the com- 
plaint. 


When asked about the fate of a bill 
to allow the people to vote on a one-cent 
sales tax, Rowe stated, '*We need to go 
with what we've got and not pass any 
resolutions. Ltalked with Senator Mike 
Weeks (who had threatened to kill the 
bill if a sentence giving 35 percent of the 
{ax money to schools wasn't deleted) 
last week and told him a majority of the 
commissioners had agreed to let him 
drop the earmarking to the schools, so 
he knows how we feel. He can no longer 
biame the commission for the death of 
the bill if he does indeed kill it.”’

Center to County Health Department; 
***voted to take bids on three garbage 
trucks the county wishes to sell and 
open the bids on December 14: 
***aereed to hold a press conference on 
December 14 at 10:00 a.m. to discuss 
the plans to seek a constitutional 
amendment allowing the county to build 
a new jail in a central location, and 
invite all county legislators to attend: 
***refused to pay a repair bill for 
damages to a car caused by a gulley in 
the road, but did agree to fix the road: 
***informed county employees all 
offices would be open on Christmas 
Eve; 
***by a vote of 4-2 (voting ‘‘no’’ were 
Grant and Eagerton) voted to send out 
invitations te bid on a new pickup truck 
for the Highway Department; 
***voted to advertise in the local papers 
for a shop foreman; 
***voted to send out bids for resurfac- 
ing work on County Roads 14 (2.7 
miles), 6 (4.2 miles), 79 (2.4 miles), 11

Commission Seeks To 
Change 1903 Jail Law 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, 
November 23, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted unanimously to 
ask the county's legislators to introduce 
a bill seeking a constitutional amend- 
ment that would abolish -a 1903 law 
requiring a jail to be constructed at the 
site of both courthouses in the county. 

The resolution adopted at Monday's 
meeting asked the legislators to act on a 
constitutions! amendment that would 
allow Coffee County to have only one 
jail which would be centrally located in 
the county and would serve both 
courthouses in Elba and Enterprise. 
The 1903 law, which has been in the 
center of a recent controversy, 
mandated that a jail be constructed to 
hold prisoners in a city in which court is 
held for more than six months of the 
year. If passed by a statewide election, 
the amendment would release the 

commission from a court order to build a 
jail in Enterprise. 

The actual site of the jail was not 
decided, and although New Brockton 
was hinted as the site, Commissioner 
Eugene Bradley stated, ‘‘The motion 
says it will be built somewhere in 
between the two courthouses.”’

We ask for no 
more than this, salute the commission and the judge for this 
position, and will respect the opinion from the AG - if he stays 
with his 1979 opinion or changes horses in the middle of the 
stream.

SUPERINTENDENT JOHN OSBURN 


One of the most impor- 
tant and vital aspects of the 
total school program is 
school attendance. Many of 
the important aspects are 
obvious, but often not em- 
phasized. As we enter into 
the months that are notor- 
ious for poor school atten- 
dance, let's take a quick 
refresher course in the im- 
portance of encouraging and 
emphasizing good school 
attendance. 

One major reason for en- 
couraging good school atten- 
dance is finance. Many as- 
pects of public school finance 
are tied in some way to pupil 
attendance, better known as 
average daily attendance or 
ADA. The ADA is calculated 
by dividing the number of 
teaching days into the aggre- 
gate attendance. One fund- 
ing component that is related 
to a system's ADA is the 
allocation of teacher units 
which come from the state. 
The ADA figure is divided by 
28 with the results being the 
earned number of teacher 
units. Other allowable costs 
that are tied to the ADA 
include transportation funds 
and capital outlay funds. In 
essence, we could summar- 
ize that the higher the ADA 
is, the greater the financial 
assistance that is realized 
from the state. 

In addition to good school 
attendance being vital to 
school finance, I believe we 
would all agree that when a 
student is absent, something 
will be missed. Schools have 
the responsibility of provid- 
ing many services to stu- 
dents. It is obvious that the 
student must be in atten- 
dance in order to receive the 
services. When a child enters 
the first grade, then gradu- 
ates from the twelfth grade, 
only 12 percent of that child's 
total time will have been 
spent in school. The 12 per- 
cent only holds true if that 
child has been perfect in 
attendance. Certainly, we 
would agree that this is an 
alarmingly small figure when 
we consider all that we 
expect the child to receive 
from school, For the school to 
provide maximum education- 
al opportunity for each child, 
it is imperative that the child 
be in attendance whenever 
possible. 

As educators, parents, 
and students, we must ‘all 
work together to encourage 


and promote good school 
attendance. The school sys+ 
tem will benefit financially 
from good school attendance. 
More importantly, the bene- 
fits received by the students 
will be greatly increased. 


As Americans, we are 
taking time during this holi- 
day season to give thanks 
and reflect upon the many 
gifts of life that we enjoy. It 
is with great sincerity that 
my family and | are thankful

newcomers with the warmth 
and friendliness that has 
been extended to us.

Highways 


“Operation 21 will begin 
on Alabama's highways dur- 
ing the long Thanksgiving 
holidays,"’ said Colonel Jerry 
Shoemaker, Alabama De- 
partment of Public Safety 
Director. ‘'Operation 21 is an 
effort to reduce traffic 
deaths, injuries and acci- 
dents and is under the direc- 
tion of Major James L. 
Fuqua, Highway Patrol Divi- 
sion Commander,”* 

Operation 21 will involve 
overtime patrol and is funded 
with a $334,000 grant from 
the Governor's Office of 
Highway and Traffic Safety. 

“Operation 21 will make 
more Troopers available dur- 
ing days and on highways 
with a high accident rate,” 
Major Fuqua said. ‘We are 
focusing the overtime patrol 
effort on dangerous viola- 
tions, especially speeding 
and driving under the influ- 
ence, but, strict enforcement 
action will be taken when any 
violation of traffic laws is 
observed.”’ 

Among patrol methods 
which will be used are high- 
ly-visible patrol to remind all 
drivers of the necessity for 
obeying traffic laws, use of 
motorcycle patrol when avail- 
able, effective use of semi- 
marked cars, saturation 
patrol, line patrol and driver 
license or equipment check- 
points. 

“The first two of the 
designated days for extra 
enforcement in Operation 21 
are November 28 and 29, the 
Saturday and Sunday after 
Thanksgiving,”’ Major Fu- 
qua said.

All Around Coffee County | 


OLD CANS 

I have got to talk to 
Gerald Hataway of Rt. 1, 
Kinston, about destroying 
the old herbicide, fungicide 
and insecticide cans on his 
place. He might have to get 
his neighbors, Monroe Clark 
and Larry Parker, to help him 
get this job done. Maybe he 
has moved them by now, but 
a couple of weeks back he 
still had a big pile of cans. I 
will say, though, he had 
them stacked neatly. He 
neeas to take a couple of 
hours and load those up and 
bring them to the landfill or 
bury them on his farm. 

But Gerald Hataway isn’t 
the only farmer who is not 
disposing of those used cans. 
In fact, most farmers leave 
them around their buildings 
entirely too long. The danger 
is that some child may come 
by and play with those cans 
and spill a little of the 
brightly colored material and 
then drink a couple of 
spoonsful of it. You can’t 
stand guard over these cans 
24 hours a day. You never 
know when a_ neighbor's 
small child may play with 
them. Let's dispose of those 
cans! 


PECAN MANAGEMENT 

I notice a lot of good 
pecans this year. In many 
cases, the quality appears to 
be excellent. Yields from 
some trees and orchards 
seem to be good. 

Most people cannot 
afford to spray pecans for 
insects and diseases. It takes 
power equipment, and with 
just a few trees it is not 
practical to own your own 
equipment. It costs too much 
to get them sprayed com- 
mercially. 

You can lessen the 
damage from diseases and 
insects by keeping the floor 
of your pecan orchard clean. 
Remove all broken limbs, 
damaged nuts, hulls and 
leaves from under. the tree. 

Another way to make 
more pecans is to fertilize the 
first of February each year. 
Use both the mixed fertilizer 
such as 8-8-8 or 13-13-13 plus 
ammonium nitrate. We have 
information on the amounts 
to use for different size trees. 
It is very important to 
fertilize early - by February 1 
if possible.

The peanut program for 
1982 seems to be shaping up

rapidly. Any day now the 
House and Senate will act on 
the recommendations of the 
Conference Committee. 

There are several factors 
I like. First, I like the 
increased price per ton, 
I also like the cost of pro- 
duction factor which I under- 
stand will begin with the 
1983 crop. The cost may 
exceed the proposed in- 
crease, but this is a step in 
the right direction. 

The poundage quota 
probably will be cut 10 - 12 
percent. Of course, it would 
be better for our peanut 
producers not to have any 
cuts in the poundage quota. 
An increase would be ex- 
tremely helpful. I am not 
encouraged by that proposal. 

We will just have to wait 
and see what finally 
emerges, but it appears the 
peanut program will be 
finalized shortly. 


COMING UP 

We have several meet- 
ings planned for the spring of 
the new year. The County 
Extension Council meeting 
will be held in the Com- 
munity Room at New Brock- 
ton on Tuesday night, 
December 1. The annual 
Field Crops Day is set for 
January 15 also in the Com- 
munity Room, 

For folks who want to 
know more about fruit and 
nut production, we have a 
night meeting at the Enter- 
prise State Junior College on 
February 8 and an identical 
meeting ‘he next morning 
on the 9th. Dr. Arlie Powell 
will be with us for this 
meeting. 

We will also have a 
meeting on selection and 
care of ornamentals on the 
night of February 15 and the 
morning of the 16th, Dr. Kim 
Sheffer will handle this 
meeting. 

Finally, on the night of 
February 22 we plan to have 
Mr. M.D. Bond, our 
gardening specialist, with us 
for a meeting at the Junior 
College followed by a meet- 
ing the next morning on 
gardening. 

Keep these dates in 
mind. There is a possibility 
there might be some changes 
in locations. So if you are 
interested, stay in touch with 
us. 


DPS 


Alabama's Department of 


Pensions and Security has 
developed a preliminary plan 
for energy assistance this 
winter that could benefit 
more than 200,000 low in- 
come households. 

Until November 8, the 
plan will be available for 
review at county offices of 
the Department of Pensions 
and Security. ; 

Rebecca B. Beasley, act- 
ing Pensions and Security 
commissioner, said that, as 
proposed, the plan antici- 
pates receipt of $16.1 million 
in federal funds for energy 
assistance this winter. 

““We could receive consi- 
derably less than $16 
million,’ Mrs. Beasley said. 
“Congress has not yet appro- 
priated funds for this winter, 
and the program could well 
be cut to $10 million or $11 
million for Alabama.’’ If the 
federal grant is less than $16 
million, she added, the pro- 
posed plan will have to be 
revised. 

Last winter, the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Secur- 
ity received $15 million in 
federal funds for energy 
assistance. The money 
helped 112,000 households 
recover part of their winter 
heating costs. 

“This year, whatever we 
receive will have to be 
stretched farther,’’ Mfrs. 
Beasley said. ‘We'll have 
three different programs, in- 
stead of just one.”’ 

The three programs are 
weatherization to help low 
income households make 
their homes more energy 
efficient, crisis assistance to 
help with fuel needs in emer- 
gencies, and direct pay- 
ments, similar to those pro- 
vided last winter, to help 
households recover winter 
heating costs. 

The weatherization and 
crisis programs will probably 
start in December. Direct 
payments will not be made 
before February or March. 

The biggest share of the 
federal money, a proposed 
$9.7 million, will go toward 
direct payments to house- 
holds qualifying for assis- 
tance in recovering winter 
heating costs. 

The direct payment pro- 
gram will not require an 
application because eligibi- 
lity will be limited to welfare 
recipients. Beneficiaries will 
include the more than 55,000 
families receiving Aid to De- 
pendent Children, and the 
more than 120,000 elderly
